‘The numerous applicants for charity sur- 
rounded two sides of ‘the Yamen, and os 
they-received their alma they were loud in 
their demonstrations of gratitude. The 
amount of suffering that-is relieved and tho 
number of lives savad avary winter through 
the buuntiea of this gracious lady cannot 
be estimated.—Shih Pao. 


Ar Canton the Chineso Government lately 
established outside the Hast Gate two sets 
of mashinory purchased abroad, ono for 
minting copper casa, and tho other for 
minting silver coins. The Viceroy Chang 
Chi-tung, however, after mature delibera- 
tion, has come to the conclusion that both 
these entorprisea are impracticable, the 
making of money on account of the ox- 
pense, and that of silver money on account 
of the small prohability there ia of such a 
new gilver coinage being acceptable to the 
Chinese, Tho copper mint will work for 
three months, and then cease, the Viceroy 
now having the intention of buying from 
abroad machinery for weaving cloth, and 
utilising the mint factory as a cloth-weaving 
factory. This far-seeing and patriotic 
Vicoroy hopes by this means to obtain for 
China a share of profit which has ton long 
been monopolisod by foreigners.—Shén 
Pao. 


Tue Shén Pao in a recent issue gave an 
account of some circumatances at Chinkiang 
‘which «might have. ended in a popular 
outbreak.’ The following were the roal 
facts:—There were four bundles of firewood 
blocking the road, and a Chinese policeman 
ene and civilly requested the coolies who 
had placed them there, to romove them. 
Tho coolies nut only refused to do so, but 
grew vory abusive, Tho Chinese policeman 
uaed his stick, a little rattan whip, to point 
out where he wanted the loads taken, and 
did not atrike anyone »t all. The cnoties, 
however, collected a mob of their friends 
and dragged the policeman to the Chinese 
petty official, benting the man as thoy deag- 
ged him along. Mr Sun, the official in 
question, on enquiry found that it was 
only a petty aquabble, and at once had the 
policeman released, without any forty 
blows or any order for o display of firo- 
works o8 an amende honorable, and ovinced 
no desire for the policeman to be placed in 
the cangus.

On the neat 
day, accordingly, the Viceroy’s French 
Secretary, the Taotai Kung P*ei-k‘ing, 
escorted the Admiral and the Consul to the 
Viocroy's yamén, whore they were received 
with great atato. Mr. Muusfield can con- 
veraa well in Pekingess, having had con- 
siderable intercourse with officials, but 
Kung Taotai was ready to give his asats- 
tance in cage any remark of cither party 
wos not fully understood.

AMY SHERWIN’S COMPANY AT THE 
THEATRE ROYAL. 

For the comparatively small audienca at 
the Theatre Royal lost night the dismal 
weather was, no doubt, much to. blame, 
The announcement that it was to be a 
‘grand Scottish night’ could hardly have 
had the effect of making people stay away, 
for Scotch programmes aro usually popular 
in Hongkong, whero there isa strong Calo- 
donian eloment in the European population. 
We think it very likely that if the manage- 
ment had got the leading members of the 
St. Andrew’a Society to intorest themselves 
in the entertainment by seonring their 
patronage, there wonld have boen a better 
turn out in spite of the miserable atate 
of matters meteorological. After ‘all, 
there was but little of a distinctly 
Scotch character in the bill, though that 
little was good. Misa Sherwin's singing of 
‘'Twas within a mila o" Edinbro’ Toun,’ 
waa well worth going to hear, and so also 
was Misa Vischer'a rondering of ‘ Robin’ 
Adair.’ Mr Stockwell, although still suf-: 
fering from a aovere cold, sang ‘The Mac- 
gregor’s Gathering’ with highly | praise. 
worthy spirit and effect. Mr Lethmone’s 
fantasie of Scotch melodies was playod with 
his asual taste and faultless execation-and 
a similar itom for tho piano gained Mr 
Cloteam a cordinl round of applause, Misa 
Sherwin’s Scotch ditty, which was really 
charmingly suog, was emphatically ro- 
demanded, and the prima donna responded 
with ‘No, sir,’ a ballad which an aspiring 
Indy amateur would nover compromise her 
dignity by singing, but which with’ a vocal- 
iat like Miss. Shorwin, who knows how to 
sing it, is wonderfully effective. 

The third act of Flotow's ‘Martha, 
which constituted the second part of the 
entertainment, went even better than it 
did last time it was given by the company, 
notwithstanding Mr Stockwell’scokd. Biss 
Sherwin introduced one vorss of * Tha last 
rose of summer,’ and the audience would 
have gladly listened to more of it. Tha 
final quartetta of the act was. excellently 
Yondered, and called forth most enthusias- 
tio applause. Misa Fischer's singing and 
acting in the party of Nancy, which suits 
her “exoaedingly well, wore. charmingly 
unaffected. Mr Sherwin’s Plunkett and Mr 
Stockwell’ Lionel were both very satis- 
factory impersonations, 

The concluding part of the programme, 
tho gtoat ‘Mud Scone’ from Donizetti's 
‘Lucia di Lammermoor,’ was ov artistic 
triumph of no mean order for Miss Sherwin. 
Aor singing was marked by brilliant execu- 
tion, deep passion and the most touching 
pathos, and throughout the varying phases 
of the remarkable soone she commanded the 
complete attention and sympathy of the 
audience. The ease with which she con- 
quered all technical diffoultiog, and the 
power of expression ‘whioh she displayed 
wore alike admirable, The applayae with 
which the agdience testified their appregia- 
tion of the performance waa bot 
and long,  [t was altogether — tha 
finest exhibition. of hor powers that Miss 
Sherwin. has yet given to the Hongkong 
public, and it aiforded conclusive evidence 
of her ability as an exponent of grand

Some yeara ago the 
Japanese Government engsged some 
hnydraulio engineers in Holland, and as wo 
havo ‘said, these gontlemen have “quietly, 
effectively, and economically. dono most 
excellent work, : 

Datoh enginesis indeed have long onjoy- 
ed a world-wide reputation for hydraulic 
work, ond their services have been sought 
Gy various Kuropaan Governments having 
problems of that character to solv.

considerable portion of the Suez Cann was 
made by Dutch engineers, and ‘they were 
also employed on the Mississippi whon its 
bed had to be changed, It ia not therefora 
an unwise thing in the Chinese Govorn- 
tiont to conult sach competent ad vitors. 

Tho -Yellow River has bitn surveyed by 
at least three competent forsign engineers : 
Herr Bethge of the German Syndicate, who 
examined the region of the. sea mouth;

CHINA'S FOREIGN TRADE IN 1888. 

* The following is the Report by Mr. E. 
McKean, Statistical Secretary of the Im- 
perial Maritime Custos, on the Foreign 
trade of China in 1988 :— : 


Tho statistics of tho Forsign: trate of 
Qhina in the year 1888, when cumpared 
with tho like ‘statistica of previous yoars 
have to be submitted to a certain reduc- 
tion, since it was in 1888 fur the first time 
that it was possible to ascertain what are 
practically the entire facts connectad with 
China's Foreign trade, Previously to 
April 1887 ov statistics of the junk trade 
of Hongkong and Macao with the mainland 
of China were accessible. ‘The statistics of 
1887 98 published contained a record of the 
facts’ of that trade for » purt of a year only, 
whoreas these statistics of 1888 cover an 
entire.yoar's trade. It is true that there ia 
ajunk trade carried. on betwoon certain 
southern porta of the Empiro and some 
Foreign landa—Tungking, Cochin China, 
Siam, tho Straits Settlements, ete — 
atatiatics of which are stilt lacking to make 
complote the record of: Obina’s Foreign 
commerce ; but considerable as that junk 
trade undoubtedly is, its volume, consider. 
ed for statistical purposes side by side with 
the volume of Foreign commerce carried 
on in Poraiga and Chinese veasels, record 
of which is cognizable, may be disregarded 
without serious risk of a wrong deduction. 

The total of China’a Foreign Imports for 
1888 is represonted by an estimated value of 
Hk. Tis. 124,782,893, in which is included 
that of the junk trade of Hongkong and 
Macao with the mainland in Foreign guods— 
namely, Hk. Tis. 19,121,521,—the value of 


the Foreign goods imported at the nine-| 


teen Treaty ports having heen Hk. Tle. 
105,661,372. The valuo of the Foreign Im- 
ports at tho Treaty ports for 1887 was Hk. 
Tis. 04,624,613, no that the improvement in 
1888 may be set down, in round numbers, at 
seven million taels, or 12 par cent. on the 
total. Some.of this gain is, howevor, more 
apparent thon real, as about two-fifths of it 
came from the import of Opium through 
tho Foreign Oustoms of the Kwangtung 
provinco, the result, simply, of legislation 
at Hongkong and Macao in June 1887, 
The following figures show the estimated 
value of each of tho last six years’ Foreign 
Imports at the Treaty. porta:—
